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$21,000  Goes  to  Adult  Ed.  Programs 

cooperation  with  the  CACA. 

Referring  to  the  gas 
furnaces,  Dick  Len,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  CACA  adult  edu¬ 
cation  committee  and  past 
president  of  CACA,  said 
"The  two  gas  furnaces  are 
most  welcome  and  the  stu¬ 
dents  will  sure  be  glad  to 
see  them  in  the  coming  cold 
winter  months. " 

Students  at  the  adult 
classes  on  Oxford  Street 
have  in  the  past  had  to  en¬ 
dure  cold,  heatless  class¬ 
rooms  . 

The  S20,000  from  the 
State  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  Division  of  Occupa¬ 
tional  Education,  is  to  be 
used  for  the  improvement 
and  expansion  of  the  three 
adult  education  programs  in 
a  one  year  period  beginning 
July  9,  1973. 

According  to  Dick  Len, 
the  money  will  first  be 
used  to  update  and  stream¬ 
line  the  present  curricu¬ 
lum.  Then  efforts  will  be 
directed  toward  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  these  programs. 

SAMPAN,  in  its  May,  1973 
issue,  featured  an  article 
on  the  three  adult  educa¬ 
tion  programs  along  with  a 
schedule  of  time  and  meet¬ 
ing  places. 


Three  separate  adult  ed¬ 
ucation  programs  in  China¬ 
town  recently  received  from 
three  different  sources  fi¬ 
nancial  help  totaling  over 
$21  ,000. 

The  Chinese-American 
Civic  Association  (CACA) 
which  drafted  the  proposal 
for  the  three  programs,  af¬ 
ter  a  year  of  lengthy  nego¬ 
tiations  with  the  Mass. 
State  Department  of  Educa¬ 
tion,  was  awarded  an  educa¬ 
tional  grant  of  $20,000  on 
August  3,  1973. 

Earlier,  a  cash  contri¬ 
bution  of  $500  was  donated 
to  CACA's  adult  education 
fund  by  the  Boston  Chapter 
of  the  International  Ladies 
Garment  Union. 

A  third  gift  in  the  form 
of  two  Bryant  gas  furnaces 
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The  three  adult  educa¬ 
tion  programs  teach  English 
and  other  courses  to  res¬ 
taurant  workers,  garment 
workers,  housewives  and  im¬ 
migrants.  The  schedules  of 
these  programs  are  tailored 
to  their  convenience.  The 
sponsors  of  these  programs 
are  CACA,  an  independent 
group  called  the  Saturday 
classes  and  the  Maryknoll 
Sisters  Center.  Although 
the  latter  two  groups  are

Per  our  discussions 
and  the  Executive 
Board's  decision  t  o 
make  no  public  state¬ 
ments  or  to  give  its 
side  of  the  story --the 
situation  remains  as 
cloudy  as  ever. 

The  attached  letter

the  Board--which  is  a  - 
vailable  to  the  public 
--does  not  clarify, but 
continues  to  confuse 
the  outsider  as  to 
what  events  actually 


took  place  leading  up 
to  Mr .  Fong  '  s  res i gna- 
tion.  The  letter  fails 
to  answer  many  ques¬ 
tions  as  to  why  a  lame 
duck  executive  board 
would  leave  such  a 
weighty  burden  on  the 
incoming  board,  a  man¬ 
date  to  fire  its  di¬ 
rector.  What  expecta¬ 
tions  did  the  o  1  d 
board  have?  How  were 
they  failed? 

As  a  whole,  the 
Board's  letter  fails 
to  contradict  the  re¬ 
port  SAMPAN  filed  a- 
bout  the  resignation.
